There are many things yet

few people have ever claim- 
ed that they have reached 
the end in spirituals. Some 
are farther along than others. 
This, however, is the case in 
every vocation of life. There 
are the “freshmen” or be- 
ginners. Then there are 
the “juniors” and “seniors.” 
But the seniors always see 
so much more ahead that 
they, many times, feel that 
they have’ scarcely com- 
menced. 

Many have entered the 
Christian life merely for the 
sake of the salvation of their 
own souls. They had no 
other motive at the time. 
But the honest and and sin- 
cere followers of the lowly 
Zazarene soon learned there 
was more to it than that. As 
the transformation was 
wrought in them and the 
divine nature began to domi- 
nate, and take the place of 
the old selfish nature, the re- 
cipient of God’s grace began 
to see that it was not so 
much “to be ministered unto, 
but to minister.” 


In the school of Christ the 
same principle is effective as 
is seen in the common litera- 
ry schools. The most studi- 
ous scholar learns the fastest 
and makes the best grades. 
It has often been said that 
“He has made his high grades 
by burning midnight oil.” 
Not infrequently have the 
school boys and girls been 
taught lessons of studiousness 
by the use of quotations simi- 
lar to the following: 


‘*Heights by great menreached and kept, 
Were not attained by sudden flights, 

But they while their companions slept, 
Were toiling upward in the night.’’ 

If it is of such importance 
for people to study so dili- 
pently to acquire knowledge 
and develope the intellect, 
much more is it important 
for God’s children to make 
good use of time to acquire 
spiritual knowledge and to 
become more spiritual.

It seemed 
to him it took along time 
to get across, but he pulled 
the oars steadily on and took 
long heavy strokes while the 
perspiration rolled from his 
brow. When daylight 
came he found _he 
was only about twenty feet 
fromthe bank and making 
no progress. In his haste he 
forgot to untie the rope by 
which the boat had been fas- 
tened to the landing. 


How often it may be that 
people make no spiritual pro- 
gress though they work hard. 
They are tied up to some- 
thing and the darkness is so 
dense that they do not know 
it. They have plenty of 
zeal, they are industrious, but 
make no advancements. 
They need some light from 
the Lord so they can see the 
obstruction or discover the 
rope that holds them _ back. 
Then they need enough cour- 
age to cut loose every shore 
line and venture out into the 
depths of spiritual things. 

There are two things nec- 
essary in our Christian life 
to which I wish to call atten- 
tion here. If we are without 
these our lives will be more 
or less a failure. EDIFICA- 
TION AND COMFORT. 
Every person needs to be 
edified and comforted along 
this pilgrim journey. Some

Of course the minister 
should be supported, and the

edifying.” Bouy them up, 
encourage them, strengthen 
them. Make them feel bet- 
ter while you are admonish- 
ing them instead of worse. 

What is it that makes a 
little child take such delight 
in running to ineet papa or 
mama when they come home? 
Because the little fellow is 
taken up and kissed and ca- 
ressed and loved. It is edi- 
fied by looks and caresses. 
It is made glad and strength- 
ened. The same principle 
will work in your treatment 
of your congregation if you 
are able to swing everything 
into edification and comfort. 

Did you ever hear an ex-' 
pression like this? ‘‘Well,I 
want to go to meeting to-day, 
and it is my duty to, and of 
course I must go, but I don’t 
like that abuse that is so_ of-

expression full of vigor and 
buoyancy in itself. His words 
should be  freighted with 
heavenly tenderness that 
even in the sharpest rebuke 
of sin and unfaithfulness it 
will be unto edification and 
comfort. 

Beloved, there is such a 
thing as heaping up too much 
condemnation on an erring 
soul, so that they will be 
beaten down into sad des- 
pair and spiritual melancholy. 
But this will never be done 
if we follow Paul’s advice 
and do all things unto edify- 
ing. John’s way of helping 
the transgressor ow of his 
error is, “If any man see_ his 
brother sin a sin which isnot 
unto death, he shall ask, and 
he shall give him life for 
them that sin not unto death.” 
(I John 5:16.) It is usually 
better to pray people out of 
error than to scold them for 
being in error. 


Now if you do not know 
how to edify and comfort 
people you need to stay hum- 
ble before the Lord until you 
are so transformed that you 
will be able to do this almost 
unconscious of any effort on 
your part. Paul would not 


have advised this ifit could 
not be done. The ministers 
are expected to edify the 
body of Christ. Eph. 4:12. 
The body or church 1s ex- 
pected to edify itself in love. 
Eph. 4:16. 


As we look toward the 
apex of this wonderful sub- 
ject please notice the words 
that are written away up near 
the top, “Let no corrupt com- 
munication proceed out of 
your mouth, but that which 
is good to the use of edify- 
ing, that it may minister grace 
to the hearers.’”’
